and advocacy work with the Supportive Housing Providers

Association to secure State funding for services in supportive

housing; for the International Homes 28-unit town home project

completed in Uptown, she received honorable mention in the

Fannie Mae and Social Impact housing development competitions

and an American Institute of Architects Award; therefore, be it
